Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1957,  in  which  is  incorporated  the  report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  report  is  prepared 
according  to  instructions  laid  down  in  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  No.  1  dated  13th  January,  1958. 

It  will  be  seen  from  a  study  of  the  Vital  Statistics  that  there 
has  been  a  fall  in  the  Birth  Rate  and  a  rise  in  the  Death  Rate. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  11.73  per  1,000  population  (l  1 . 9 5  in  19  56) 
and  the  Death  Rate  was  9.41  per  1,000  population  (9-  19  in  19  56). 

18  deaths  were  registered  in  children  under  the  age  of  one  year, 

14  of  which  occurred  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  This 
gives  an  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  31.  19  per  1, 000  live  births  (17 
in  19  56). 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases  notified  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year  -  549  cases 
as  against  210.  This  increase  was  due  to  the  increased 
prevalence  of  measles,  there  being  454  cases  notified  (15  in  19  56J. 
There  was  one  death  from  Poliomyelitis  during  the  year,  this 
occurred  in  a  case  that  had  been  notified  in  19  56.  In  19  57 
there  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  Borough.  Asa  result 
of  research  a  vaccine  is  now  available  which  it  is  hoped,  will  give 
protection  against  this  disease  and  eventually  lead  to  its  elimination 
in  the  same  way  that  diphtheria  has  been  virtually  eliminated. 
Included  in  the  report  are  some  statistics  relating  to  Anti- 
Poliomyeliti s  vaccination  kindly  supplied  to  me  by  Dr,  McLennan. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  that  up  to  July  2  5th,  1958,  the 
number  of  pre  - schoolchildren  and  schoolchildren  in  the  Borough 
who  received  a  full  course  of  vaccination  (two  injections)  was  4  333. 
The  number  of  children  eligible  for  vaccination  was  11, 522  so  the 
percentage  vaccinated  was  approximately  37.  5%.  As  Medical 


Officer  in  charge  of  M oxley  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  I  am 

constantly  reminded  of  tragic  consequences  of  this  disease  and  I 

most  strongly  urge  parents  to  give  consent  for  their  children  to 
be  vaccinated,

Ambulance  Facilitie s. 

Ambulances  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  the 
transport  of  infectious  and  non-mfectiou s  cases.  The  service 
is  free  and  available  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

Hospital  Facilities. 


There  are  no  hospitals  sited  in  the  Borough  so  that,  the 


inhabitants  have  to  use  those  situated  in  neighbouring  areas. 

The  chief  ones  are  the  Corbett  Hospital,  Stourbridge;  the 
Guest  Hospital,  Dudley;  and  the  City  of  Birmingham  Hospitals. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  majority  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring 
hospital  treatment  are  admitted  to  the  Moxley  Isolation 
Hospital,  Wednesbury.  No  difficulty  is  experienced  in 
removing  cases. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  care  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  the 
responsibility  of  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Clinics  are  held  daily  at  Par  sons  Street,  Dudley.  Sanatoria 
are  situated  at  Ground  slow,  Prestwood,  Kinver  and  Himley. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

School  Clinics  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinics,  etc.  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are  held 
at  Mace  Street  Clinic,  Carlyle  Road  Clime  and  Public  Offices, 
Tividale. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

(a)  Maternal  Mortality.  No  maternal  deaths 
occurred  during  the  year. 

(b)  Infantile  Mortality.  18  deaths  were  registered 
in  children  under  1  year  of  which  14  occurred  under  the  age  of 
4  weeks.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  of  31.  19  was  higher 
than  the  figure  for  1956  which  was  17.  00. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  549  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified 
during  1957  as  compared  with  210  in  1956.  The  following  table 
shows  the  actual  number  of  cases  of  the  various  types  of 
diseases  which  were  notified  during  the  year  together  with  the 
number  after  correction.  By  reference  to  this  table  it  will 

be  seen  that  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Measles. 
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SCARLET  FEVER.  There  were  2.3  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  during  the  year  as'  compared  with  48  cases  in  1956. 

7  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital,  the  remainder  being  treated 
at  home.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type  and  there  were  no 
deaths.  Cases  are  only  removed  to  Hospital  if  they  cannot  be 
properly  treated  at  home,  or  if  there  are  reasons  in  the 
Public  interest  why  they  should  be  isolated  in  Hospital. 


WHOOPiNG  COUGH.  There  were  26  cases 
cough  notified  (103  in  1956)  2  of  which  were 
Hospital,  and  there  were  no  deaths.

There  were  454  cases  of  measles  notified 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  15  cases  in  19  56  and  all  but  1 
of  these  were  treated  at  home.  There  were  no  deaths. 

DIPHTHERIA-  T^ere  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the 
year.  There  can  De  no  doubt  that  this  low  incidence  is  the 
result  of  the  vigorous  immunisation  that  has  been  carried  out 
during  the  past  years.

Mr,  Mayor,  Ladie  s  and  Gentlemen, 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Fourth 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1957,  and  in 
respect  of  Cleansing  and  Refuse  Disposal  for  the  financial  year 
ended  March  31st,  19  57. 

Slum  Clea>*ow'''*  is  proceeding  steadily,  much  of  the 

First  Year  Programme  is  already  completed  insofar  as  re¬ 
housing  has  taken  place  and  the  houses  demolished.  The 
Second  Year  is  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  and  the  Third  Year  inspections  are  well  on  the  way 
to  completion.  With  matters  working  so  smoothly  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  no  untoward  events  will  slow  down  the  rehousing 
programme.  Considerable  strain  was  imposed  on  the 
Department  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  due  to  the  sudden 
demand  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  coinciding  with  the  delay  in 
replacing  one  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  but  this  was 
overcome  at  the  expense  of  other  work  which  is  now  being  made 
good. 

We  have  achieved  notable  advances  in  reducing  factory  air 
pollution,  reported  elsewhere,  without avaiting  the  implementation 
of  the  new  Clean  Air  legislation  and  on  the  whole  Manufacturers 
are  very  co-operative.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  progress 
has  been  possible  on  the  reduction  of  domestic  pollution  but  in  an 
industrial  area  such  as  this  it  is  not  unnatural  to  regard  domestic 
pollution  as  a  secondary  matter,  and  con  side  ring  the  financial 
restrictions  it  must  be  admitted  that  any  smoke  control  area 
that  would  be  practicable,  even  assuming  extra  staff  was 
available,  would  be  very  small,  and  its  main  advantage  would  be 
in  publicising  the  Act.  Nevertheless  a  start  must  be  made  at 
some  time,  even  though  the  moment  may  never  be  opportune, 
opportunities  can  and  should  be  created. 

Considerable  effort  has  gone  into  testing  old  petrol 
installations  and  in  spite  of  some  opposition  we  have  insisted  on  a 
10  lbs.  pressure  test  in  every  case,  having  in  mind  public  safety 
and  h.e  probability  that  the  next  test  will  be  five  years  hence. 
Experience  shows  that  although  no  test  is  infallible,  the  pressure 
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test  discloses  more  faulty  tanks  and  in  fact  13  tanks  have  been 
taken  out  of  service  from  a  total  of  77  tested  and  in  more  than  one 
case  it  has  disclosed  conditions  which  were  definitely  dangerous, 
We  continue  to  receive  co-operation  from  the  Staffordshire  Fire 
Brigade  in  this  and  other  matters  and  I  would  record  my 
appreciation  of  their  assistance  and  sound  advice  on  matters 
which  carry  a  fire  risk  or  danger  to  the  community. 

Experimental  works  with  a  new  weed  killer  are  proceedmgj 
preliminary  tests  having  been  very  promising.  Twelve  months 
are  necessary  to  give  any  concrete  results  in  this  matter  and  the 
manufacturers  together  with  certain  other  Authorities  are  equally 
interesteds  for  this  is  something  which  if  successful  could 
materially  reduce  labour  costs  in  the  service ,  more  so  m  County 
and  Rural  Districts  than  our  own,  but  could  appreciably  tidy  up 
the  streets  which  are  little  used  even  in  built  up  areas  with  less 
labour  than  at  present  is  necessary, 

I  would  recommend  a  careful  study  of  each  section  of  the 
report,  behind  which  lies  much  spadework  necessary  to  the 
maintenance  of  a  healthy'  community. 

My  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the 
Council  and  in  particular  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  for 
encouragement  and  constructive  criticism,  and  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  Officials  of  the  Council  and  my  own  Staff  of 
Officers  and  Workmen  whose  support  and  co-operation  are 
always  forthcoming.

Co-operation  from  the  Department  controlling  the  bath  is  always 
forthcoming  but  conditions  can  only  be  described  as  unsatisfactory, 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  greater  part  of  the  sewage  passes  down  the  Upper  Stour 
Valley  Main  Sewerage  Board's  sewers,  and  is  dealt  with  on  the  land 
irrigation  principle  at  Whittington,  near  Stourbridge,  the  effluent 
being  discharged  into  the  River  Stour. 

There  is  also  a  Bacteriological  system  of  sewage  disposal  at 
Tividale,  the  effluent  being  discharged  into  a  tributory  of  the  Tame. 

la  an  attempt  to  minimize  the  smell  arising  from  the  sludge  beds 
at  this  plant,  experiments  were  carried  out  with  chemical  deodorants 
sprayed  as  a  fine  mist  into  the  open  air  from  pressure  guns. 
Unfortunately  the  results  proved  somewhat  disappointing  and  no 
permanent  installation  has  been  made. 
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New  drainage  work  under  the  Local  Building  Byelaws  is 
supervised  by  the  Building  Inspector,  but  general  repair  work,  in 
compliance  with  notices  served  is  done  through  the  Public  Health 
Department.

There  are  39  cesspools  within  the  Borough  and  these  are  emptied 
regularly  by  a  gully  emptier  from  the  Borough  Surveyor's 
Department, 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

A  weekly  service  was  maintained  throughout  the  year,  the  only 
difficulty  being  after  the  Christmas  holiday  when  an  abnormal  amount 
of  sickness  and  the  accumulated  holiday  refuse  resulted  in  two  rounds 
operating  a  fortnightly  service  for  a  period  of  one  month.  The 
remaining  three  rounds  were  giving  a  weekly  service  on  the  first  full 
working  week  after  the  Christmas  holiday. 

Disposal  is  still  being  effected  by  controlled  tipping  at  Powke  Lane 
where  facilities  will  exist  for  the  next  three  to  four  years.  Another 
marlhole  is  owned  by  the  Council  in  the  Northern  part  of  the  Borough 
but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  haul  would  be  considerably  lengthened 
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for  half  of  the  service  if  no  other  disposal  point  was  available, 
attempts  were  made  to  purchase  a  further  site  in  the  Southern  half, 
but  proved  abortive  insofar  as  no  loan  was  forthcoming.  This 
would  appear  to  be  an  extremely  short  sighted  policy  as  all 
available  sites  are  being  rapidly  acquired  by  private  enterprise  and 
a  nearby  large  Authority. 

The  action  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  continuing  salvage 
collection  although  it  appeared  to  be  uneconomic  was  justified  by  a 
variation  in  the  quota  and  consequently  a  profit  over  the  financial 
year.  Nevertheless  it  will  be  necessary  to  keep  a  close  watch  on 
salvage  costs  and  returns  for  the  future.

Regis  that  this  method  of  testing  is  justified  in  order  to  protect  public 
safety.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Progress  is  still  being  maintained  in  the  reduction  of 
sources  of  atmospheric  pollution  and  the  public  are  becoming 
much  more  active  in  complaining  about  thi  s  form  of  nuisance 
than  they  once  were,  This  is  all  to  the  good  and  enables 

the  Inspectors  to  concentrate  on  habitual  offenders  with  the 
result  that  during  the  year  the  whole  ducting  and  extract 
system  was  renewed  in  P.  V.  C0  at  a  galvanizing  works,  a 
chimney  which  had  been  a  considerable  source  of  grit 
nuisance  to  the  neighbourhood  was  fitted  with  an  arrestor 
which  is  so  effective  that  all  complaints  have  ceased,  a 
similar  apparatus  was  fitted  to  an  open  hearth  furnace  chimney 
with  good  results  and  a  local  granite  cracking  plait  was 
completely  overhauled  and  brought  into  line  with  the  latest 
grit  arresting  equipment  costing  many  thousands  of  pounds  to 
instaL  The  work  included  paving  all  roadways,  providing 

and  operating  a  Lewin  Sweeper,  installing  sprays  at  several 
points  in  the  'crackers'  to  lay  the  dust,  using  a  special 
solution,  and  damping  chipping s  prior  to  storage.  In  the 

Tarmacadum  Plant  the  preheater  is  fitted  with  a  cyclone  and 
scrubber  in  series  and  the  mixing  plant  is  entirely  enclosed, 
well  served  with  extract  ventilation  discharging  through  cyclones 
and  bag  filters,  and  the  whole  set  up  has  resulted  in  a  considerable 
reduction  in  dust  nuisance,  in  fact  many  tons  of  dust  are  now 
recovered  for  processing  which  previously  were  discharged  into 
the  atmosphere. 


The  cupola  problem  is  still  with  us  although  considerable 
improvement  in  fume  nuisance  has  been  effected  by  lower 
charging  and  use  of  the  upper  part  of  the  cupola  as  a  combustion 
chamber.  Naturally  this  wastes  much  heat  and  is  not 

economic  in  the  use  of  fuel,  consequently  some  opposition  is 
encountered  in  its  adoption,  nevertheless  one  firm  is  operating 
this  system  on  four  cupolas  in  a  built-up  area  and  an  appreciable 
improvement  has  resulted.  The  Department  is  constantly 

on  the  look  out  for  improvements  in  design,  operation  or  fitments 
to  cupolas,  but  the  minute  particle  size  of  the  offending  matter 
in  the  waste  gases  is  a  stumbling  block  to  complete  removal, 
even  with  the  most  modern  wet  arrestors.

We  have  obtained  the  latest  literature  from  as  far  afield 
as  America  and  France  on  the  control  of  fumes  and  solids, 
interviewed  specialists  in  cupola  design  and  operation,  and  even 
m^t  the  designers  of  special  equipment  including  the  Solivore 
Venturi  type  wet  scrubber  in  its  possible  application  to  cupolas, 
but  with  little  guarantee  of  success.
